New York, Feb. 14.—A snowstorm said to 
rival in severity the famous blizzard of 1888 
raged to the accompaniment of zero weather 
in the upper Hudson valley, the Mohawk val- 
ley, and the horthern and western parts of 
New York state generally allday long, tying

Reuben Favish Wounded While Try- 


ing to Help Emploeye. 


In an attempt to save an employé from an 
attack by three armed sluggers. yesterday, 
Reuben Favish, president ‘of the Cosmopoli- 
tan Chandelier company at 1612. Weat 


Twelfth street, was shot and dangerously 


wounded. Theemployé, Isadore Breverman. 
was slightly wounded by a bullet, but badly 
cut and bruised by blows from the sluggers. 

The three assailants, said by e witness to 
be sluggers employed by an electrical work- 


ers’ union, escaped after threatening Fa- 
vish's 


brother with death if he tried to fol- 
low them. 

Favish, who lives at 1517 Edgemont ave- 
nué, heard Breverman shout for help. Run- 
ning to the front of the store, he found the 
gunmen surrounding ‘his employé and ham- 
mering him over the head and shoulders 
with revolver butts, Favish bounded toward 
them. One of the men turned from Brever- 
man and fired two caught agian 
in the foot, the other in the mouth. 


Brother Backed Against Wail. 
Morris Fevieh, who ran into the shop be- 


hind his brother, found Wimself looking into 


the muzzle of another revolver... He was 
backed against the wall and told to stay 
there. ' : 

Then the trio fled down Twelfth street, 
escaping through an alley’a blockaway. The 
principal hope of catching them is in the de- 
scription given by another employé, Robert 
Goldberg, who saw the shooting, but was un- 
able to help his employers. 

Both the wounded men were taken to the 
Presbyterian hospital. No one except rela- 
tives was allowed to see them. 

Aftermath of Union Shooting. 

Goldberg declared that the attack was an 
aftermath of trouble at a meeting ‘of local 
381 of the Electrical Workers’ union at 500 
South State street on Wednesday night, 
when many shots were fired and some of the 
members driven from the hall. 

He said the trouble started when Walter 
Fitzgerald, financial secretary of the local, 
at the meeting suggested the position of as- 
sistant business agent of the local held by 
Frank Mader be abolished and that an au- 
tomobile maintained by the local be sold to 
cut down expense. Fitzgerald's motion car- 
ried. 

‘* Breverman and his friends supported 
Fitzgerald and this enraged the Mader fac- 
tion,’’ Goldberg said, “ and led to the attack 
upon Breverman. The latter was the only 
man the three wanted to ‘get’ and Mr. 
Favish was shot because he went to Brever- 
man's aid. Mader had been in the habit of 


using the automobile and wanted the local: 


to retain it, but Fitzgerald wanted it sold 
because it was too expensive and the local 
needed money.”’

‘DUTIES OF REALTY OWNERS 
AND BROKERS DEFINED. 


Regarding Encroachments 
Sige Be Withheld” Without Fraud. 


: The igiesivates court sie a just rendered an 

saenitin of much interest to owners of real 
estate in defining the relative duties of own- 
er and broker, says the New York Herald. 
It seems that the contract sale of certain 
property in the city owned by the estate of 
Charles E. Coddington, a corporation, fell 
through on account of encroachments which 
had not been mentioned during negotiations, 
The broker sued and recovered judgment for 
‘his commissions. 
On appeal, the appellate term of the Su- 
preme court, in reversing the judgment, 
states: “ There is no duty on .the part ofa 
real estate owner to Inform a broker of en- 
ecroachments unless he its asked about them. 
It is not misrepresentation, either willfud or 
inadvertent, for him to remain mute when 
he is not asked and when he is under no duty 
to volunteer to speak. 

“The broker is an expert tir euch matters, 
and it is his duty to inquire as to the terms 
of sale and as to matters affecting the gen- 
eral: character of the property.”

‘During Month Permits Were Taken 
Out in 84 Cities for 18,701 Struc- 


. tures, to Cost $52,950,876. 


‘Building construction is extremely active 
throughout the entire country, according te 
official reports: to Construction News. _Dur- 
ing the month just closed permits were taken 
out in eighty-four of the principal cities for 
the construction of 13,701 bulldings, aggre-

“The other n I had ciinaiees to 
mention that composer’s name before an as- 
sembly of intelligent and presumably musi- 
cal people, a rather blank expression on some 
of the faces prompted me to ask a question 
which elicited the f that only about 25 
per cent knew who' Stephen Foster was! 
There are two conclusions to be drawn from 
this: First, that the “ average “ American 
is shockingly uninformed about matters con- 
cerning music, and especially American mu- 
sic, and, secondly, that Stephen Foster's 
songs possess one characteristic of true folk 
music-the effacement of the author’s name 
by the universal popularity of his work. 
{For naturally my audience was not unfa- 
miliar with ‘Suwanee River.’})...°. . 

“ Foster, though his father was a Vir- 
ginian, probably never saw the south till 
after he had written at. least some of his 
famous ‘negro’ songs.. That he may have 


absorbed. some of the ‘ fiavor’ in attending |

The bonds, originally amounting to $100,- 
000, were issued in the late 60's to aid in the 
conetruction of the Laclede ané@ Fort Scott 
railroad, from St. Louis, Mo., to ~‘ort Scott, 
Kas. The railroad never was built, and 
the county still, is without a railroad. 


One of Old Fake Roads. 

The Laclede and Fort Scott was only one of 
hundreds of fake railroads promoted in that 
era in the west when a rapid settling of the 
country made railroads a necessity to 
further progress, and when county courts 
and county boards could issue bonds without 
a vote of the people. 

Swindlers took advantage of these condl- 
tions to promote railroads from everywhere 
to anywhere, get overeager and under cau- 
tious county courts to issue bonds and then, 
when the bonds had been sold, pocket the 
proceeds and decamp. None of the roads 
ever was built. 

Macon county suffered the same experi- 
ence, St. Clair fought the same fight, ané 
several Kansas counties had similar experi- 
ence. When Dallas county found it had been 
swindied, which was soon after the bonds 
had been issued and given to the promoters, 
the county court refused to pay interest, and 
also repudiated the bonds. 


Sold by Original Buyer. 


John B. Henderson, now of Washington, 
then of St. Louis, figures as the original pur- 
chaser of the Dallas county bonds. He sold 
them to David Yost of Philadelphia. Yost 


got judgments in 1908 for $1,023,000. To —

BIG SAVING TO WISCONSIN 
BY ITS RAILWAY COMMISSION. 


‘Report Shows It Has Caused Yearly 


Reductions of $3,000,000 in 
Freight and Utility Retes. 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 14.—The story of the 
work of the Wisconsin railroad commission, 
told in a forthcoming report, shows that 
the commission saves the public over $3,000,- 
000 a year in reduced freight and public util- 
ity retes. Based on the cost of the commis- 
sion, teis is a dividend of over 1,500 per cent 
annually. 

There are subject to its regulation 1,180 
telephone, electric light, water power, heat, 
telegraph, and street and interurban railroad 
companies. 

In its less than eight years of existence it 
has given consideration to about 8,000 formal 
and informal cases. Rulings in about thirty 
of these cases have been taken into the 
courts, and the commission never has been 
reversed on a material point. 

The cost to the state of the commission 
since its creation has been a little less than 
$700,000, It has reduced railroad rates to 
shippers and passengers in the state to the 
emoens of not far from $2,500,000 a te 
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| How a Man's Hat Is Made. 
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goes into liquidation 


T is doubtful if there is any article use: 
by man, the watch not excepted, that 
requires better skill in its minute dc- 
tails or more delicate handling than the 
hat. The fur used in the manufacture 

of hats is taken from the skins of variou* 
anfmals, the principal being Scotch hare, 
Saxony hare, Russian hare, nutria, beaver, 
mink, otter, muskrat, Scotch rabbit, Eng- 
lish rabbit, American rabbit, French rab- 
bit, and Australian rabbit. It also is inter- 
esting to know that the best quality of fur 
ia that taken from the backs of the land ani- 
tnals and from the belly of the water animals. 

The skins bearing fur from which hats 
are made arrive in huge bales containing 
anywhere from 2,000 to 4,000 skins each. 
The first operation is to place them in large 
drums resembling on a huge scale the tread- 
mill of the pet squirrel, and in a slightly 
dampened condition, they are thoroughly 
shaken up and cleared of dirt. Operators 
next take the skins and, placing them on a 
forked stick, slit them down the belly and 
trim the jagged ends. Then comes the de- 
“Viairing operation. Placed in machines that 
either shear or pull the hair from the pelt, the 
final result is a soft mass of fur still left for 
further treatment. There is always consid- 
erable hair in each pelt and only one or two 
ounces of fur. Before the dehairing is done 
it is known just how much fur each pelt 
should produce. 

Raw fur does not naturally “felt” well, 
go the next step is to clean the fibers with 
water and then brush them with a solution 
of nitric acid and quicksilver. This is 
called “ carroting *’ and without it the hat 
manufacturer would find it impossible to 
carry on his business.

They 
require about three hours properly to absorb 
the dye, and all the time husky young fellows 
with long poles keep stirring the strange 
looking mixture go the pieces of hat material 
will not adhere to each other and be ruined. 
From the vats the colored cones go to the 
' “ whizzer “—a machine with a capacity for 
twenty-four dozen hats at one time—which 
literally whips the water out of them by cen 
trifugal force.: | 
It is at this point that the derbies or stiff 
hats and the soft hate part company; and 
by this time one has become so iaterested in 
their development that he wants to follow 
both of them at once to completion. But they 
travel over widely separated paths from this 
switching point, and the investigator finally 
determines to follow first tn the footsteps of 
the derbies. After becoming thoroughly dry 
the material for these hats goes to the stiffen- 
ing room, where an operator dips that part of 
the cone which eventually will be the crown 
of the hat into a preparation of shellac cut 
with alcohol, and then spreads it carefully 
‘with a brush. That part of the cone which 
will go into the brim is more thoroughly sat- 
urated with the same mixture by a machine, 
because it must show greater stiffness in the 
finished product. The cones then are placed 
in metal cylinders to “ seat,”’ and from them 
go to the reclaimer, which draws out all the 
alcohol by condensation.

One who is not familiar with the art is 
astonished by this time at the amount of 
skillful handling that the bat material must 
undergo before it finally takes definite form. 
Constantly plunged into hot water ani final- 
ly into nothing more than plain varnish,) 
appears to be crowding on the agony with 
@ vengeance. But such is the necessary 
journey of every hat that in days to come it is 
to be an individual of quality among its fel- 
lows. 
_ From the condenser the cones go into eteam 
' boxes for several minutes so that the shellac 
may be melted and driven into the body. 
The felted cone next is dipped into a hot 
alkali bath. It instantly softens again, 
and any of the shellac adhering to the out- 
side te diasolved and removell by a cold 
water plunge. It is at thig point that one 
beging to gee the materia] take the bat form. 
After another hot bath, the cones are placed 
in stretching machines and roughly formed. 
They then are placed over wooden crown 
blocks and shaped by hand, while the part 
that is to go into the brim is pulled out at 
the right angles. The application of cold 
water immediately brings back the snappy 
crispness to the article. 
After being thoroughly dried, the meterial 
is ready to go to the finishing room and take

When the hat has been softened by heat 
and properly placed, the operator sets ip 
motion with a lever a steel plate to which 
ie attached a plain rubber bag. This bag 
drops squarely into the inverted hat.

The first thing 
that the average dog owner thinks of when 
hie pet has a fit is that it is mad, but the 
fit may be caused by indigestion, overheat- 
ing, or éven fright,. Many dogs have been 
kilied simply because they were greatly 
frightened.

On the other hand, men have brought their 
dogs to the hospital carrying them snuggled 
up against their neck when the dog had a 
bad case of rabies. If the owner had an open 
cut in his neck he would have been affected 
just as much as if he had been bitten. 

The system used by this doctor is to takea 
sample of the dog’s blood and test it out 
under the microscope. The dog's condition 
can be told within twelve heurs,-and thus 
many people may be saved the necessity of 
taking the Pasteur treatment. 

There are few cases of rabies'‘in Chicago 
now, the doctor declares. He has seen but 
three cases in the last year, but dogs are not 
safe now that cold weather is here.

The crown now is 
finished, and the hat passes to the experts 
who are to trim and shape the brim to the size 
and style required. One machine cuts the 
brim according to specified measurements, 
and another one, after the hat has been soft- 
ened by heat, curls up the edges—a rather 
‘wide turn on the sides and a narrow one 
front and back. Here the brim again is soft- 
ened by heat and shaped by hand to the de- 
sired style. When this is completed, the hat 
has paseed through the last of the actual man- 
ufacturing processes and the remaining work 
on it—the binding of the brim and the attach- 
ment of the sweat leather, the band, and the 
bow—is done by expert giris. 

The stiff hat or derby now is complete, and 
after inspection it is packed for shipment. 

All this time the soft hat has been proceed- 
ing rapidly toward completion over another 
road from the point where it separated from 
the stiff product. In the stiffening depart- 
ment it waa treated with a much weaker sofy- 
tion of shellac, and, when blocked and dried, 
retained its identity as a soft hat. The 
proper surface was obtained by placing the 
hat in an oscillating machine and removing 
the excess hair by the application of sand- 
paper. After @ heating, it was shaped by 
being drawn over a wooden block and thor. 
oughly ironed. It was “pounced” and 
“jeured,” and the brim was ironed over a 
cold flange to give the desired shape. Again 
the nimble fingered girls took care of the 
trimming.
